RADIO DEMOCRACY LOQQINQS 

Coincidental with the recent political turmoil between the United States and Hait 
we are suddenly swimming in Radio Democracy loggings. Mike Hardester report 
that he la regularly hearing their 1035 kHz broadcasts in North Carolina. Ro 
Keeney reports several logs from Kansas City. He notes in particular that o 
September 14 he heard them between 0124-0131*. This sign-off time is much laU 
than they used to use. Harry Helms speculated on the ACE BBS that the statio 
might maintain extended hours during a military invasion. But, as Rob found, the 
already are staying on at least a half hour longer than they used to. I heard thi 
broadcast also, thanks to a tip from Rob. I have been hearing heterodynes fro 
the station on 1035 kHz on a daily basis, but actual audio haa only poked throug 
on a couple of occasiona. Our thanks go to Terry Provance of Ohio and Chrl 
Lobdell of Massachusetts, who also reported Radio Democracy logs on the ACE BB! 
Just about everybody notes the best copy in USB ECSS mode, since this help 
avoid WBZ-1030 QRM from Boston. WHO on 1040 has been much weaker on recer 
nights at most locations. 

Many of us are now interested in locating a valid address for Radio Democracy s 
that we can send in reception reports. Aa is well known, the station is transmlttin 
from an Air Force plane in flight near Haiti. I received a very interestin 
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telephone call from ACE member Nick Grace, who lives in the Washington, DC area. 
He made some calls, and has come up with some interesting findings. 



Hob Keeney points out that he has already mailed a reception report c/o the 
hancery of Haiti, 2311 Massachusetts Avenue NW, Washington, DC 20008. Nick called 
i his Haitian diplomatic office, and got a response that was not very enthusiastic. It 
turns out that a private firm handles the public relations for the Haitian embassy. 
Mick also called the public relations firm after he was referred there by the 
«mbassy. The PR outfit sent Nick to the Defense Department. Finally he had a 
useful discussion with Harold Heilsnis of the Defense Department. Although Nick is 
still working on this problem, here is what he discovered through all of these 
telephone inquiries. 

It doesn't look too good for veries through the embassy. Hielsnis says that the 
programming is produced in Washington, DC. It is then relayed via the airplane to 
Haiti on 1035 kHl. Nick was listening to Radio Democracy on September 15 when 
President Clinton was delivering his big speech about the Haiti invasion. The 
clandestine signed off about 0120 that night, right during the middle of Clinton's 
speech. Radio Democracy was not carrying Clinton's talk. In fact, given the mode of 
program production and transmission cited by Hielsnis, it looks like none of the 
Iladlo Democracy programming is live. 

Harry Helms of California has noted on the ACE BBS that it would not be 
surprising if some Radio Democracy broadcasts were coordinated with the US 
military invasion. But, given the taped nature of the shows so far, this is not 
entirely certain. I have Been published reports in the press that local radio station 
transmitters will obviously be early military targets during any Invasion of Haiti. 
Once a number of transmitters are captured, it could be possible that Radio 



rheap transistor radios into Haiti. I saw a crate of these radios on TV as they were 
being opened, and It looked like they were very cheap medium wave receivers. I 
suppose that given the previous episodes of »500 hammers and toilet seats, the 
Defense Department can hardly be expected to drop Drake R-8's into Haiti. 



1 received several press accounts through Monitoring Times about the controversy 
in Taiwan between the government and several unlicensed political stations that 
operate in the country. One of the better accounts came via the PeaceNet BBS via 
ACE member Patrick Crumhorn in Texas. 

More than a dozen pirate stations have been operating in Taiwan for some time. 
They are an alternative to the governmental broadcasting monopoly. Most serve the 
Interest* of political opposition groups, and are therefore near the borderline of 
-landestines. However, they enjoy large listening audiences. Among their strongest 
supporters are Taipei's taxi drivers, strangely enough. 

in July 30 the government closed down 14 of the stations. Large street protests 
resulted, some of which were prominently led by the taxi drivers. Some of the 
protest demonstrations became violent, with injuries, burned police cars, etc. The 

ncidence of violent protest has always been quite low in Taiwan, so this was 
■jnusual. The government has promised that it will license some private stations 
-'.thin s matter of months, but it remains to be seen if the situation will be 
permanently calmed. None of the stations apparently use shortwave; they are local

Nowadays NA reception Is possible here every now and then and I like to Invite all 
you readers: try listening to European stations as well. We think It must be 
possible the opposite way provided that you know more about the Euro-Pirate's 
behaviours trying to reach the American continent with their low powered 
transmitters. Here Is a brief Introduction: 

European activities normally have ever been on weekends only - on Saturdays and 
Sundays, but on UK Bank Holidays and other European public holidays too - 
depending on the countries the stations come from. Transmissions have ever been 
in AM mode only, because almost no HAM transceivers were In use until the late 
80c! Most of the transmitters have been home made with only 1 or 2 tubes making 
only some 10 to 25 watts. The exception were many Outchles who on one hand often 
use old surplus transmitters or on the other hand always run self-built modulators, 
drivers and high voltage PAs with more than 100 to 500 and more watts! For sure 
-l powsrhouses were running the risk to loose their rigs and several did

Especially the 41 metre band nowadays Isn't that Important here than In NA; only 
at day-time low activities there, absolutely nothing yet at night-time! The afternoon 
local time would produce nice signals for low power transmitters but the band la 
overcrowded by the legal powerhouses then and only a handful frequenclee are 
open for possible usaga. 7375, 7390, 7415, 7470 and In some cases 7486kHz can be 
used here at midnight (+/- 23.00 UTC onwarda), but due to long eklp most of the 
times then only few European listeners would know to listen - completely different 
to the NA habits.

Some years ago LWR 
already was heard In NA on 41 and 19 metres! 

RADIO PIRANA INTERNATIONAL Is going to test again on weekends on +/-13950kHz 
to North and South America. Times about 20.00 to 23.00 UTC In SSB mode. 

Most active RE LAYERS for Free Radio programming are RADIO EUROPE. Italy on 
7294U, the IRRS. Milan on 7125kHz (with superb A3A model) as well as R ADIO 
BALTIC INTERNATIONAL on 6206.5kHz AM and ths SJBC on 48 and 76 matrss. 

SUBTERRANEAN SOUNDS . UK Is ths most active 76 metres AM station with shows 
nearly each and every weekend on 3946kHz from 23.00 UTC onwards. Usually good 
signals can be expected all over Europe although power la only some 20watts. The 
musical taste of 0J and operator Steve Midnight Is newwava and Industrial. After 
closing down the shows often Steve Is going to QSO with e.g. 

STARSHINE RADIO from Scandinavia, whose operator Kim Hawk Is using much more 
power with his HAM rig Into a longwlre. He can be heard on all 76 metres channels 
In AM or SSB and on 41 metres as well depending on conditions. 

WNKR and ANGEL RADIO INTERNATIONAL are running a loop tape every weekend on 
+/-6400 kHz and the transmitters spread a widely heard signal over Europe and It 
could be worth checking this clear frequency In NA too. 



During the summer several NA stations were relayed In Europe by different 
stations and still can be heard now and then. It's always a pleasure to listen to 
high quality humour from US stations although the production quality could be 
better In some cases (little audio and lotsa breaks within the shows). 
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Resides North Jersey Coast Radio and CS1C, the best DX catch has been Radio 
Magic from Russia - via the NAPRS from the USA - heard In Gerroanyl Your Labor 
Day brought the East Coast Beer Drinker and KICK signals over the ocean again 
and I Invite all the NA stations to try themselves In the future! What about 
Halloween???

I was kind* looking forward to the Haitian invasion, as were my good friends Oliver 
North and Pal Buchanan. Jusl think. . . . American troops show up in a predominantly 
black country and start shooting the populace. . . hey, even Reagan didn't have the guts to 
ever try thai. But instead Jimmy Caner reads a few verses from the Scriptures and the crisis 
is over. Bummer I If I were president, I'd have flown O.J. into Port-au-Prince, told him that 
Raoul Cedrai had been sleeping with Nicole, given him a knife, and just let events unfold, 
if you catch my drift. 

But at least the big Haitian crisis produced some interesting DX. I had been following 
KKNSO, the U.S Department of Stale's main station, on 6925.3 kHz CW. As readers of the 
late, lamented "Covert Corner" know, this station has gone into weird activity just prior to 
major U.S. military actions, and I felt it would be a good tip-off when the invasion was 
about to begin. KKNSO normally holds forth with a continuous "QRA" marker during the 
evening until about 0600, and I last heard them in this mode on August 30. The next several 
days, I was unable to hear KKNSO during numerous checks each evening. I wondered if 
perhaps the station had left the air. However, on September 13 I caught the KKNSO QRA 
marker sent once at 0335, once again at 0350, and once again at 0405. The next night, 
September 14, I caught it at 0145 and again at 0200. However, there is no other pattern 
other than the 15 minute intervals between markers. For example, I heard KKNSO at 0253 
and 0308 on September 16. and at 0518 and 0533 on September 18. I have no idea why 
KKNSO is using this weird pattern — maybe to discourage casual monitoring or convince 
people it's off the air, since it alerted people to the impending Iraq and Somalia actions? 

During the past few weeks, 6840 has had a near-continuous carrier until about 0600, 
with four -digit Spanish numbers like clockwork on the hour and half-hour. 6920 has also 
been an interesting frequency. On September 9 at 0341, 1 caught two men conversing in 
LSB. They had Caribbean accents, and were discussing sea and weather conditions. In 
between conversations were two alternating tones much like European police and fire sirens. 
At 0400. the tones became continuous. I caught a similar signal on September 13 at 0337. 
This one was in USB. and had the same traffic; I caught a reference to "Monte go "
